KOREA REDS KILLED

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Representative O’Konski (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, declared yesterday that 
“at least 3500 American soldiers 
are buried in North Korea with 
bullets in their heads and hands 
tied behind their backs.”

Judiciary Group Also

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP? 
The new Republican-controlléd 
House Judiciary Committee, today 
ditched the business monopoly 
and anti-trust investigations car- 
ried on for four years by the 
Democrats. It ordered them ended 
by March 1. 


In another decision, it ordered 
further inyestigation of the Jus- 
tice Department. A subcommittee 
was given until June 30 to make 
a final report. 

Both actions came when the 
committee organized under Chair- 
man Reed (Rep.), Illinois, with Re- 
publicans holding a 16-14 major- 
ity. 

Becayse of the close division, 
the committee adopted a rule that 
when a subcommittee divides 
evenly on disputed legislation the 


mittee for disposal. 

The old rule was that a tie 
vote defeated a bill.

PREDICTS 11 PCT. 
INCOME TAX CUT 
VOTE IN COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Chairman Reed (Rep.), New York, 
said today the House Ways and 
Means Committee “definitely” 
will approve Feb. 16 a bill cutting 
income tax rates by 11 per cent 
starting June 30. 

Reed told. reporters, after a 
meeting of his tax-writing group, 
“The House will pass the bill 
right away—before the end of 
February.”

IN SECOND TRIAL 


Republican - Controlled Jury Acquits Him of One 


Charge, Unable to

NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (AP)—Wil- 
liam W. Remington, former Gov- 
ernment economist, was convicted 
today of perjury in denying he 
ever gave secret Government 
data to Elizabeth Bentley to be 
relayed to Russia. 

He also was convicted on a sec- 
ond perjury count in denying 
knowledge of the existence of a 
unit of the Young Communist 
League at Dartmouth College 
when he was a student there in 
the 1930s. 

Remington was shaky on his 
feet after the verdict. Before it 
was announced, he sat pale and 
nervous at the defense counsel 
table, fidgeting and. aimlessly 
picking at the leaves of a pocket 
dictionary.

Based on Trial Testimony. 

All five perjury counts grew 
out of Remington’s testimony at 
his first perjury trial, ‘two years 
ago, at which he was convicted 
and sentenced to five years and a 
$2000 fine. 

He was found guilty then of 
perjury in denying before a fed- 
eral grand jury that he ever be- 
longed to the Communist party. 
The conviction was upset on ap- 
peal on the ground that the first 
trial judge, Gregory F. Noonan, 
wag vague in instructing the jury 
on what constituted Communist 
party membership. The Govern- 
ment proceeded to obtain the new 
perjury indictment instead of go- 
ing to trial a second time on the 
first: 

The defense contended at both 
trials that Remington gave War 
Production Board data mistakenly 
and innocently to Miss Bentiey. 
He testified he thought she 
wanted the information for a 
book or magazine, which he said 
he believed would enhance his 
reputation and that of the War 
Production Board. Remington 
later went with the Commerce 
Department. 

No date for sentencing Reming- 
ton was set today after’ the jury 
handed up its verdict after nine 
hours and 50 minutes of delibera- 
tion. Remington was continued 
free in $7000 bail pending a hear- 
ing Thursday on defense motions. 

Comment by Judge. 

Following the verdict, Judge 
Liebell told the jury: 
ou have done a most consci- 
entious job, I became most con- 
cerned and worried as the time 
went on that some of you might 
become ill. ... I discharge you 
with the thanks of the court, and 
you can feel that you have con- 
scientiously fulfilled your duty.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (Af 
Senate and House committees 
today approved a bill extending 
for tWo years President Eisen- 
hower's power to reorganize the 
executive agencies, but they made 


any of those plans. 

Companion bills passed the 
Government Operations Commit- 
tee of the House and the Senate. 
The House acted shortly after 
Joseph M. Dodge, the President's 
budget director, said that one of 
the chief objectives of the Eisen- 
hower Administration is to see 
that the Federal Government is 
“as well organized and effectively 
managed as possible.” 

Dodge called for an extension 
of the present law, due to expire 
March 31, which empowers the 
President to reorganize the execu- 
tive agencies. He must submit 
those plans to Congress. 

Under the present law, Con- 
gress may reject a reérganization 
plan when a constitutional major- 
ity—49 in the Senate or 218 in 
the House—vote to disapprove it 


within 60

An appropriation of $400,000 
for maintenance and operation of 
the St. Louis Shriners’ Hospital 


for Crippled Children for the 
coming year was approved today 
by the National Board of Trus- 
tees of Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children in its mid- 
winter meeting here. 

A total of more than $3,500,000 
was appropriated for the 17 
Shriners’ hospitals in the United 
States, Canada, Mexico and Ha- 
Wali. 

The board, meeting with na- 
tional officers of the Shrine at 
the Park Plaza Hotel, also ap- 
proved an appropriation of more 
than $1,000,000 for a new hospital 
building at Lexington, Ky. 

Imperial Potentate* Harvey A. 
Beffa of St. Louis reported that 
the 120-bed hospital here has a 
waiting list of 250 children and 
operates, at full capacity contin- 
uously. He said there are no 
present plans for expansion of 
the hospital. 

Galloway Calhoun of Tyler, 
Tex., presidént of the national 
hospital organization and chair- 
man of the board, praised Beffa’s 
work, describing him as a tower 
of strength in putting over our

VOTES FOR STATE

Group Acts After Major- 
ity Leader Tells of Re- 
ports of “Irregularities 
in Agency.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27— 
Formation of a special, six-man 
house -committee to make a 
“searching” investigation of the 
operation of the State Depart- 
‘ment of Revenue was brought a 
step nearer today with approval 
by the House Committee on Mis- 
cellaneous Resolutions of a pro- 
posal for creation of the com- 
mittee, 


State Representative Christian 
F. Stipp, Republican majority 
fleor leader, who sponsored: the 
resolution, told the committee he 
did so as- a result of recent dis- 
closures by the press of apparent 
irregularities in the department. 


In explaining the purpose of 
his resolution, Stipp pointed out 
that it recently had been dis- 
closed by O. B. Curtis, former 
supervisor of the motor vehicle 
registration division of the De- 
partment of Revenue, that some 
$600,000 had been lost by the 
state through fraudulent applica- 
tions for duplicate automobile H- 
censes. 


He also eited the disclosure by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly that all 
applications for truck and trailer 
licenses for 1950 had been miss- 
ing since early in 1952. 


Other disclosures of shortages 
in the accounts of divisions with- 
in the Department of Revenue 
also were cited by Stipp. 


“All of these disclosures led me 
to introduce this resolution,“ 
Stipp said, “in the belief that it is 
the duty of the Legislature to 
determine if the various depart- 
ments of the state government 
are being properly conducted and 
if changes in the laws regulating 
their operation are needed. 

“My purpose and: thought 18 
that, as we are investigating, the 
committee or its chairman make 
immediately available to the 
proper authorities any evidence 
found or failure to comply with 
existing laws, so that action might 
be taken, if warranted. 

“It is the duty of the Legisla- 
ture to enact any new laws, or 
amend present ones, where it is 
found that changes are needed. 
It is not the purpose of the reso- 
lution to cast accusations, or in- 
sinuations, at the heads of any of 
the departments.” 

The committee voted the reso- 
lution out with recommendation 
that it be passed. It is expected 
— come up for passage late to- 

ay. 

Meanwhile, suit was filed here 
yesterday by House Democratic 
minority members to block an- 
other inquiry, this one by the 
House Committee on Appropria- 
tions. The suit would block that 
committee from using an author- 
ized fund of $10,000 for a Repub- 
lican-backed inquiry into the need 
for higher appropriations sought 
by state departments, 

Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Hannibal, Democratic minority 
floor leader, attorney who filed 
the suit in Cole county circuit 
court, asked the court to enter a 
declaratory judgment invalidating 
the House-adopted resolution au- 
thorizing the inquiry and the $10,- 
000 fund for expenses. The case 
has not been set for hearing.

Lawmakers said they expect 
him to delay until after addi- 
tional conferences with Budget 
Director Joseph M. Dodge any 
specific recommendations for cut- 
ting former President Truman’s 
$78,600,000,000 budget. 

Eisenhower was said to have 
asked for continuance of the Gov- 
ernmental reorganization power 
which expires soon. 

He was understood to have deen 
urged dy Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, the majority leader, to end 
price-wage controls, as he could 
do by executlve order. 

Taft brought up proposed 
amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
law, which he introduced in the 
Senate yesterday, and apparently 
got approval for this action. 

Taxes were reported to have 
been discussed at length at the 
conference, but some of those 
who attended. said they came 
away with no clear indication of 
what Eisenhower's recommenda- 
tion will be. 

The President apparently did 
not read his State of the Union 
message to the Legislators, but 
merely told them in general terms 
what he planned to say. 

One member of Congress said 
Eisenhower probably will report 
on his Korean inspection trip 
without making any immediate 
recommendations or disclosing 
what future course towards end- 
ing the war he intends to take. 

Eisenhower appointed a cold 
war psychological strategy board 
yesterday. This was in line with 
the contention of Secretary of 
State Dulles that not enough at- 
tention has been paid to attempts 
to undermine the Russians at 
home and in their satellite coun- 
tries. 

Eisenhower gave a hint of what 
is in his mind in his inaugural and 
Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, told a reporter if he fol- 
lows the lines laid down in that 
address he will have strong 
Demorcatic support. 

Sparkman, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said the philosophy be- 
hind former President Truman's 
decision to send American troops 
into Korea was expressed exactly 
by this often- quoted line from 
Eisenhower's speech: 

“For in the final choice a 
soldier’s pack is not so heavy as 
a prisoner’s chains.” 

The senator said there were 
indications in the inaugural of 
strong backing for the United 
Nations extension of the recipro- 
cal trade act and of the Point 
Four program, and continuation 
of assistance to the free world. 

All of these, Sparkman pre- 
dicted, will win strong Demo- 
cratic backing in the Foreign 
Relations Committee and Senate 
as a whole.

Explanation Is Complex 


What has happened to it that 
a few men could “goof off” in 
this fashion? 

The reasons are complex and, 
I believe, basically the fault of 
the Army in mishandling a unit 
which is as foreign in language 
and background as if it were 
French or Spanish. 

When the Sixty-fifth Infantry 
was sent to Korea it was provided 
with almost 100 per cent replace- 
ments. It was an old regular Army 
regiment and its noncommis- 
sioned officers were of long serv- 
ice. Since replacements were 
available in Korea to replace cas- 
ualties, the tour of service in Ko- 
rea of most of the men in the reg- 
iment expired simultaneously.

Emotional Difference. 


Allied to the language diffi- 
culty is the difference in emo- 
tional and cultural background. 
Puerto Rico is proud of its Span- 
ish heritage and culture. It has 
sought to retain them and the 
Spanish language even though it 
has not tried to throw off its tie 
with the United States. 

The Puerto Rican temperament 
is Spanish or Latin. They are a 
more emotional people than con- 
tinental Americans. They have 
the intense personal pride of the 
Spaniard. A Puerto Rican soldier 
cannot be dealt with by rough 
methods and bawling out that 
our men understand. If they were 
treated in that fashion as civil- 
jans, their offended pride could 
only be appeased by a fight—a 
duel in old days—or an apology. 
As soldiers, they, have no such 
recourse and a common response 
is to withdraw into themselves, to 
lose all interest. We would call 
it sulking, but it is much more 
complex than that. 

Another difficulty is the low 
educational level of the poorer 
Puerto Ricans. While illiteracy is 
not high statistically large num- 
bers of the poorer people do not 
get beyond three or four grades 
of school. They lack the adap- 
tability of the better educated 
and are slower to learn. Such 
men need longer training to be- 
come competent soldiers than the 
better educated, but they do not 
get it. When large numbers of 
such men are concentrated in a 
single regiment, as was done in 
the Sixty-fifth ge the qual- 
ity of the regiment is sure to 
deteriorate.

It 
is a wild on, inhabited by 
tigers, black bear, big deer that 
bark like dogs, a few elephafits 
and a curious assortment of moun- 
tain tribesmen who raise opium— 
and whose main interest to the 
west lies in their hostility to the 
invading Communists. 

Nearly Impassable Area. 

Even before the Reds cut the 
road to the delta, Laichau was 
difficult to reach. The country 
resembles New Guinea—impass- 
able except for a few trails 
hacked through dense forests and 
broken occasionally by vast 
stretches that look deceptively 
like soft meadowland from the 
air but which are really an im- 
penetrable wilderness of tall ele- 
phant grass. 

Laichau, at the head of the 
Black river rapids, is a sleepy 
town of 1800 with a few dusty 
streets lined with tin-roofed sheds 
of Chinese merchants. On the 
miasmic floor of “Loe valley,” 
carved by a tributary of the Black 
river, there is just enough room 
for an airstrip. It is like thread- 
ing a needle to bring a two- 
engine transport plane down on it. 
When a plane is coming in, 
there are moments when the wing- 
tips seem to brush the forested 
hills rising 2000 feet above the 
floor and there is often a spill- 
over of cloud that shuts down 
suddenly. The airstrip may be 
closed for days at a time. Yet 
the French said they had ample 
supplies, guns, ammunition—and 
cognac. 

Expected to Hold Against Reds. 

In a tin-roofed villa high above 
the river, Col. Robert Frat, com- 
mander of the French union task 
force, predicted Laichau would 
hold against two Red eolumns still 
threatening from the north and 
the south. Initially, the main 
threat was from the north, he ex- 
plained. The French withdrew 
from the outpost only a few miles 
from the border and fell back 
to within eight miles of Laichau. 


But a successful counter-attack | 


starting Jan. 14 drove the Reds 
back. 


Col. Fr t said the danger now 
is from the south.

Personality May Be 
Factor in Trying 
to Bring Agency 
Into Cabinet.

WASHINGTON. 
W HEN President Eisenhower 


invited his new Federal Secu- 

ity administrator, Oveta Culp 
Hobby, to attend Cabinet sessions, 
his intention to aggrandize the 
post and the lady became self- 
evident. 

When Mrs. Hobby graduated 
summa cum laude from con- 
firmation hearing before the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, it began 
to appear that the President could 

safely proceed to chart the tran- 
sition of FSA from an independ- 
ent agency to a full-fledged Cab- 
inet department. 


Reds lost nearly one company by 
artillery and air attack.

Despite some recent fefine- 
ments (Communist treatment of 
prisoners was reported greatly 
improved), the war remains sav- 
age. It is the custom among some 
mountain tribes fighting on both 
sides to cut and consume the liver 
of the vanquished enemy. Tradi- 
tionally captives are given the 
choice of having this operation 
performed while still alive or 
after the coup de grace. Brave 
warriors are supposed to take it 
living. 

Col. Frat said his Goums were 
bearing up well under the strange 
environment. Live sheep were 
parachuted to Goum units on 
Moslem feast days. 

Both Col. Frat and Deo Van 
Long, hereditary grand chief of 
the Thai federation, were proud 
that none of the council of 10 
chiefs had fled to the delta. The 
grand chief, wearing the gold 
badge given him by Emperor Bao 
Dai on the lapel of his double- 
breasted suit, said three quarters 


overrun, including Sonla, the 
largest city and the center of the 
— rice-producing area. Yet 
his council a few days ago had 
issued a proclamation calling on 
200,000 tribesmen to continue the 
resistance against the invaders. 

Deo Van Long said there is no 
danger of a big-scale conversion 
of the tribes to Communism, al- 
though the Vietminh had launched 
propaganda designed to bring the 
natives back to their villages from 
forest refuge. 

Forcible Recruiting by Reds. 

The Reds had begun forcible 
recruiting of Thais as coolies. 
Pigs and chickens have been 
eaten up and belongings pilfered. 
Unfortunately, conquered terri- 
tory grew enough rice to support 
the Red battalions so they would 
not have to carry food from dis- 
tant bases north of the delta. The 
chief said some tribesmen who 
fled into the furest were. dying 
of starvation. 

He explained the federation 
was established in 1946 as a 
compromise between a Viet Nam 
proposal to assimilate the tribes 
and a tribal demand for com- 
plete independence. The fed- 
eration enjoys considerable 
autonomy, maintaining its own 
budget, but is dependent on the 
French and Viet Nam for fi- 
nancial aid. Bao Dai recognized 
the federation in 1949. 

Of the same. generic origin as 
the Thailanders (Siamese), Thai 
tribes came down from Yunnan 
in a great migration centuries 
ago. The great majority have al-

Warning signals, however, are 
being flown on Capitol Hill.

It 
pointed up one of the strongest 
German reasons for disliking the 
peace contract, the “reserved 
rights” clauses by which the 
western allies would retain the 
prerogative of intervening in 
German affairs in future emer- 
gencies.

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To Control Campaign Costs 


Specific for controlling the high 
cost of electioneering have been made by Sena- 
tor Hennings’ subcommittee on Privileges and 
Elections. They are based on the study of actual 
abuses and loopholes. So, while the subcommit- 
tee is a creature of the last Congress, it speaks 
with a voice of experience which should com- 
mand attention in the new. | 

The report finds the chief weakness of the 
Corrupt Practices Act, the Hatch Act and the 
various state laws governing campaign spending 
to be in the multiplicity of committees which 
are permitted to function without being required 
to make adequate, accounting. | 

Federal law now demands reports only from 
political groups functioning in two or more 
states. That may mean only the Republican and 
Democratic national committees. Even these re- 
port merely to the clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives who can not do much about viola- 
tions even if he discovers them. 

Federal law also sets a limit of $5000 on indi- 
vidual contributions. Yet the subcommittee found 
that an individual might freely give $100,000 to 
a one-state committee which might then expend 
the money with impunity and immunity in be- 
half of a federal office-seeker. 

* * „ 

Some business and labor groups have spent 
large sums on political advertising without con- 
sidering themselves to be political committees 
at all. Anonymous political advertising has gone 
unreported. Flagrant advantage has been taken, 
according to the subcommittee, of the failure of 
existing law to require reports of sums spent for 
travel, stationery and printing. 

Because of this laxness, more than $100,000,- 
000 may have been spent in the last national 
campaign even though the national committees 
were limited to $3,000,000 each. Actually, more 
than $6,000,000 was paid to radio and television 
stations, not counting what went to advertising 
agencies and others for arranging the programs. 

So the Hennings group suggests, for one, that 
Congress redefine the term “political commit- 
tee.” It suggests further that all committees sup- 
porting federal candidates be compelled to make 
full reports to a central agency, preferably a 
Senate-House committee which could analyze 
and publicize this information. Uniform account- 
ing and reporting methods are recommended. 
And the co-operation of the legislatures should 
be sought in getting fair reports of sums spent 
by state committees for federal candidates. 

* * * 

At the same time, the increased cost of elec- 
tioneering is recognized. National committee ceil- 
ings should be raised to at least $10,000,000. 
State and local committees should be allowed to 
spend at least $50,000 in support of a single 
federal candidate; or, better still, they should be 
allowed to spend 10 cents for every vote cast in 
the previous primary or general election up to 
a total of $250,000. 

This flexible rule would permit greater spend- 
ing in, say, New York, where more voters are to 
be reached, than in less heavily populated states. 

Higher individual contributions also should 
be sanctioned, in the opinion of the subcommit- 
tee, but these should be reported and publicized 
before election day. 

All in all, this is a report in harmony with the 
realities. It calls for tighter rules and more pub- 
licity. At the same time, it recognizes the need 
for higher spending limits. It suggests what the 
new ceilings should be. Perhaps even these fig- 
ures should be higher, but at least they offer a 
concrete base for discussion. 

The Hennifigs report is something on which 
the new Congress can get to work if it wants to 
check a major threat to our democratic process. 
The men on Capitol Hill can move to control the 
high cost of electioneering, or they can leave 
candidates and office-holders more and more 
at the mercy of those who are willing to fill 
campaign coffers before election day in return 
for favors after election day. 
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Million of Something

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A Patron on Patronage 

Republican Congressmen are irked to find 
that postmasterships no longer offer much pa- 
tronage.

In short, among its other weaknesses, the 
spoils system operates under a law of diminish- 
ing returns. Each appointment means several 
disappointments. The thought is enough to take 
the patron out of patronage, and short of the 
millenium it might take hold in Congress. 
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Not Cheaper by the Dozen 


In the next four months former President 
Harry Truman will have ample time to let the 
nation know how he stands on the very few is- 
sues on which he did not take a stand while in 
office. One of these is platoon football. 


Walking somewhere in the vacant streets of. 


Independence at an early hour, the ex-President 
told Edward F. Woods of the Post-Dispatch staff 
that two-platoon football should have been abol- 
ished long ago. It has now gone the way of the 
flying wedge, of course. Mr. Truman added that 
getting rid of ranks and files of offensive and 
defensive platoons would help smaller schools 
keep up the sport—because they would not have 


such big payrolls. This is a realistic view of 


amateur sport, It appears that Mr. Truman had 


knows whereof he speaks. And in or out of of- 
fice, the former President is ready to meet blunt 
questions bluntly, to take a firm position, and 
never to forget the problems of small business. 
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Now to Get on With Defense 


Charles E. Wilson, lately head of General Mo- 
tors Corp., is now Secretary of Defense, con- 
firmed the better part of a week after his col- 
leagues in the Eisenhower Cabinet and at the 
conclusion of a 10-day controversy. Only six 
Senators voted against him—Morse, the Oregon 
independent, and five Democrats, Lehman of 
New York, Kilgore and Neely of West Virginia, 
Willis Smith of North Carolina and Olin John- 
ston of South Carolina, 

This minor opposition, however, did not meas- 
ure the doubt in some senatorial minds. Minori- 
ty Leader Lyndon Johnson of Texas, for exam- 
ple, said he was dubious about the choice, but 
that he felt President Eisenhower was entitled 
to pick his own Cabinet. This is both sound and 
fair and only strong provocation should cause 
the Senate to reject a Cabinet choice. 

It is to be hoped that Secretary Wilson’s poor 
start will be rapidly covered over by good works. 
Had the senatorial advisers in the Eisenhower 
headquarters been on their toes they could have 
done. much to keep the embarrassing episode 
from ever happening. Senator Taft could hardly 
have been expected to rush out a warning, but 
Eisenhower intimates like Carlson of Kansas 
might have been on guard. Surely the White 
House has learned a costly lesson. 

In this connection it is interesting to be re- 
minded that Bernard M. Baruch, on being ap- 
pointed chairman of the War Industries Board 
by Woodrow Wilson in World War I,‘ sold a 
great part of his $10,000,000 in industrial and 
other investments and put the proceeds largely 
in Liberty Bonds. From an income of more than 
$2,300,000 in 1916, Mr. Baruch dropped down to 
around $500,000 irtome in 1917 and for the 
years 1918 and 1919, he showed a net loss 
while working for the Government. 

Now that Charles E. Wilson is in the Presi- 
dent's official family, the difficulty over his as- 
sistants should be settled according to the 
same well-established rules. There can be no 
doubt now as to what constitutes disqualification 
and how eligibility can be established. 
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Max L. Hill’s Satisfaction 


The election contest in the Illinois Supreme 
Court over the office of Sheriff of St. Clair 
county, has gone against Max L. Hill, Democrat. 
Presumably he will vacate the post to Edgar 
Lehman, Republican. At issue was a small num- 
ber of ballots in precincts where irregularity 
has been pretty much a practice and it would 
be hard to say over the years whether one party 
had the edge over the other in questionable 
markings, technical omissions, dubious help to 
uninformed voters and so on. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Hill has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that in his two years in office, 
he greatly improved the standards of the Sher- 
iff's office. He himself made the rounds, saw 
with his own eyes and used his own legal author- 
ity. As a consequence St. Clair county has been 
a lot cleaner than it was. 

Mr. Lehman, who becomes Sheriff under the 
ruling at Springfield, will do well to give the 
duties of the office the daily personal attention 
that has characterized the tenure of Max Hill. 
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The Old Game of Pension Politics 


Legislators do not seem to change much from 
session to session, at least not in their attitude 
toward old-age pensions. Thest are again being 
regarded in Jefferson City as vote-bait, and a 
new effort is afoot to increase the payments, now 
almost twice the national average, and to length- 
en the pension rolls now carrying 131,000 names. 

Some increase in payments is justified by 
higher living costs, especially in the case of de- 
pendent children, the permanently disabled and 
the unemployables on direct relief. These truly 
needy groups have never been treated generous- 
ly. There is no excuse, however, for making per- 
sons over 65 eligible for pensions even though 
they are being supported by relatives. Grants 
to them would not be relief, but pin money. 
This does not concern federal social security 
payments which are a form of insurance for 
which the recipient has paid. 

Fortunately, Gov. Donnelly is not playing 
“Dear Pensioner” politics after the manner of 
his predecessor. He is urging that the pension 
system be tightened up, especially by a lien and 
recovery law and by opening pension rolls to 
public inspection. There are some good argu- 
ments for and against the latter proposal, but 
surely the state ought to get a lien on pension- 
er’s property so that, after their deaths, it might 
recover at least part of the sums paid them. 
This would not only discourage undeserving 
pension applicants, but also would make more 
money available for those who really need help. 
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Husbanding a Valuable Resource 


How can the nation assure itself of a sufficient 
pool of skilled and professional workers to meet 
future needs? A study made for the Senate 
labor-management subcommittee suggests estab- 
lishment of a centralized federal agency to an- 
ticipate manpower requirements. 

Whether the proposal will make much head- 
way is a question. None of the subcommittee 
members is committed to the conclusions and 
the climate of the new Washington is not con- 
ducive to new agencies. But the problem is 
real, nonetheless. The nation already suffers 
a shortage of physicians and teachers and skilled 
craftsmen are hard to come by. In the event of 
sudden step up in national defense production, 
the situation could become serious. 


The study also suggested “a vast expansion of 


research in this field by employers, unions, uni- 
versities and others,” and this may well be the 
most fruitful approach. Existing federal agen- 
cies also might contribute their knowledge. Man- 
power is the nation’s most valuable resource.

How to Take the Driver’s Test 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Driver's license examinations are required of those who let current 
permits lapse or have never had license; motorists must take writ- 
ten and vision tests and show ability to drive correctly; police 
say tests are not difficult, advise study of state driver's guide. 


From the Police Journal, St. Louis Police Department 


Many Missouri drivers who have failed 
to apply for an operator’s license within 
60 days of the expiration of their old driv- 
er's license are in for a surprise when they 
apply for an operator’s license. No longer 
is it possible for almost anyone to become 
a licensed driver simply by filling out an 
application and plunking down a 25-cent 
license fee. 

Under the 1952 Missouri Motor Vehicle 
Operator’s License Law, new applicants 
for a license to operate a vehicle, and 
those who have permitted their old driv- 
er's license to lapse, are required to take 
an examination be- 
fore receiving a li- 
cense. 

St. Louisans take 
their test for a li- 
cense at the Depart- 
ment of Revenue of- 
fice at 2730 North 
Grand boulevard. 

Four police  offi- 
cers of the Traffic 
Division are assigned 
to the office as examiners, 


and their 
duties.are limited mainly to giving the 


driving phase of the test. Clerks in the 
office give the vision test and supervise 
the written examination. 

Courtesy, personal neatness, and a thor- 
ough knowledge of their duties are but a 
few of the reminders to the examiners. 
They are cautioned against wise-cracking 
and arguing with an applicant. 


Driver's Guide Helps Applicants 


Precautions are taken to assure that only 
those competent to operate a motor vehicle 
are issued an operator's or a chauffeur’s 
license. Applications are forwarded to 
Jefferson City to be checked for suspen- 
sions, revocations and previous records of 
conviction. If the applicant is eligible for 
a license, a carbon copy of the application 
is returned to the examiner's office, and 
the applicant is notified by postcard when 
to report for an examination. 

New applicants are urged to read the 
Missouri Driver’s Guide before taking the 
examination. Prepared by the Driver's 
License Division of the Moto» Vehicle Reg- 
istration Department, this informative and 
well-illustrated booklet contains many prac- 
tical tips for even experienced drivers. 

Divided into three phases, the examina- 
tion includes a vision test, a quiz on. traffic 
laws, and an actual demonstration by the 
applicant of his driving ability. 

The first phase of the examination is 
the written test on traffic laws. Applicants 
for an operator’s license must answer 15 
out of questions. Applicants for a 
chauffeur’s license must answer the same 
number of questions plus seven out of 10 
questions pertaining to vehicles registered 
with the Public Service Commission, such 
as busses and trucks, a 


All Vehicles Are Inspected 


The second phase of the examination is 
the vision test, consisting of visual acuity, 
field of vision, differentiation of colors, 
and the ability to recognize road signs 
from their shape. Visual acuity as it 
pertains to the automobile driver amounts 
to being able to read signs and to see 
people or objects accurately at the greatest 
possible distance. The Snellen Test is used 
to measure visual acuity. 

A minimum of 20/50 vision in each eye 
is required to obtain a license. If an ap- 
plicant uses glasses to pass the test, a nota- 
tion is made on the license that he is re- 


vision in the right eye 
better, a notation is made on his license 
that an outside rear vision mirror must 
be on any vehicle that he drives. 

Applicants who fail the vision test are 
given a blank form and instructed to visit 
an oculist, trist or optician of their 
own choice. ers have been instruct- 
ed to accept any visual report signed by 
any general practitioner. 
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ing will be restricted to vehicles having 
adequate outside rear visfon mirrors. It 
is explained to deaf applicants that the 
mirrors are to correct the blind spot in the 
left rear part of the car, thus enabling 
them to see vehicles approaching to pass. 
Since the examinations began on Aug. 1, 
the examiners have ridden in everything 
from hot rods to Cadillacs and from con- 
vertibles te dump trucks. Without the 
aid of crash helmets, safety belts, or radar 
the examiners ride beside all drivers. 
Their main precaution is to make the 
required inspection of every vehicle. In- 
side the automobile they check the foot 
and hand brakes, steering gear, horn, wind- 
shield wiper, rear vision mirror and the 
left window to see that it will roll down 
to allow the driver to give hand signals. 
Equipment checked on the outside of the 
car includes headlights, tires, turn indica- 
tors (if so equipped), rear window, tail 
— license plate, and white light on the 
cense. 


69 Points Needed to Pass 


Grading an applicant’s driving ability is 
on the basis of 100 points. That is, he 
starts off with this number of points and 
for each error a number of points is de- 
ducted. If 31 points are deducted, the 
applicant fails. 

If the applica:.t appears nervous, the 
examiner usually eases the tension by ex- 
plaining that only ordinary driving ability 
is expected and that no trick maneuvers 
will be required. Instructions are given 
‘sufficiently in advance so as not to confuse 

the driver. 

Drivers are graded on their ability to 
back up, park, and start on an upgrade, 
control the speed, and to stop at stop signs 
and signal lights. 


A driver is required to back the car 
about 50 feet in a straight line. Points 
are deducted if he goes more than 20 miles 
E hour, bumps the curb, or does not look 

ck except ng the last five feet of 
backing. 

Parking consists of maneuvering the 
car into a 24foot parking space. The 
average parking meter stall is 23 feet. If 
‘the driver cannot park the car in two 
minutes, or makes more than three at- 
tempts at parking, that part of the test is 
discontinued and eight points are deduct- 
ed. Each time the car is maneuvered into 
starting position is considered an attempt. 


Detailed But Not Difficult 


Anyone who has had the sad experience 
of a smashed grill or dented fender caused 
by a fa driver who was unable to start 


back more than 12 inches, or does not re- 
lease the hand brake before starting. 
Applicants must be especially careful in 
controlling the speed of the automobile. 
The most frequent errors for which points 
are deducted are straddling two lanes of 
traffic, failing to yield right of way at in- 
tersections for pedestrians as well as cars, 
failing to keep pace with the normal flow

Between Book Ends 


India Lives in These Lines 


THE LOTUS AND THE WIND, by John Masters, (Viking 

Press, 275 pgs., $3.) . 

This story makes India vivid and follows 
the traditions of real adventure writing. 
The book hardly, however, belongs in a 
class with those of Kipling or E. M. Fors- 
ter, as.the jacket blurb indicates, though 
it is easy to see why such a. comparison 
may come to mind. “The Lotus and the 
Wind” is set in India and Afghanistan; 
Jagbir, the Gurkha orderly, is reminiscent 
of some of Kipling’s native soldiers, and 
this setting and the title's symbolism carry 
a vague reminder of “A Passage to India.“ 


But Mr. Masters, expert storyteller 
though he is, is no Kipling nor Forster. 
Comparisons aside, the new story is iter - 
esting, the set of characters convincing. 

The tale is set in India and Afghanistan 
in the early 1880s. Robin Savage and Anne 

5 Hildreth, the Lotus 
and the Wind (in re- 
verse order) of the 
title, are children of 
British army people 
stationed in India. 
Robin’s father is an 
officer of outstand- 
ing courage, and this 
complicates, even 
. further, Robin's 
seeming cowardice in 
action. 

Anne and Robir’s 
marriage and subse- 
quent relationships 
are affected by all of 
these things,-by Rob- 
in’s emotional history and by further mili- 
tary service. But this whole story is over- 
shadowed by Robin's assignment to the 
secret service and his attempt to learn 
what the Russians are planning with re- 
gard to the invasion of Afghanistan, This 
is where Mr. Masters does his best job. 


Sights, sounds and colors of the country 
through which Robin and Jagbir travel 
are very real, and the blast of the sand 
and the wind in the storm which traps 
them is almost a tactile sensation. In such 
matters the author has a sure touch. 


It is in working out such things as the 
symbolism of the Lotus and the Wind 
that he is least deft and least interesting. 

Mr. Masters keeps his story line clean 
throughout, He is obviously familiar with 
the land he writes about, and this is no 
contrived story decked out with the “re- 
search” often found in stories dealing with 
times other than our own. 

In short, here ig a good story by an 
author who knows his material and han- 
dles it well. If the symbolism is obscure, 
that can be forgiven, for it does not inter- 
fere with the progress of the tale.

NOT BY POWER: THE STORY OF THE GROWTH OF 
JUDAISM, by Allan Tarshish. (Bookman Associates, 
277 pgs., $3.50.) 

Zechariah’s famous words, “Not by 
might nor by power, but by My spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts” have often been 
taken as a fitting motto for the history of 
the Jewish people. With the exception of 
their early days, they were forced to build 
their lives on ideas rather than might, and 
that is probably what gives them their dis- 
tinction as non-conformists.

The Spirit of the Law. 


The rule necessarily includes 
the question of his subjective at- 
titude towards the principles and 
the significance of the rule itself. 

Mr. Wilson's interests in the 
General Motors Corporation are 
not only extensive but they are 
so intimately-a part of his life 
that there is nothing he could do 
which would eliminate all the 
theoretical possibilities of a con- 
flict of interest.

So far as it goes, “Josephine,” 
Sally Benson's new play on its 
tryout tour which came to the

a week, is a charming, consistent- 
ly amusing, penetrating and rath- 


Josephine here is not the baby- 
talk junior vampire of “Seven- 
teen” (which Miss Benson made 
into the book for the stage musi- 
cal) but is out of F. Scott Fitzger- 
ald’s short stories; that implies a 
treatment of more objectiveness, 
sophistication and skepticism. 
This challenge Miss Benson has 
met extraordinarily well.

He was motivated not so 
much by high principle or 
lofty ideals about the purity of 
sport. He was guided instead 
by a keen, enlightened self- 
interest. He realized that bad 
fights or crooked fights would 
ruin his business and jeopar- 
dize his investment, and so he 
struggled and fought to keep 
his promotions on the level. If 

| he found he'd been crossed, his 
wrath may not have been a 
holy one but it was real and 
implacable. 


Didn't Have Big Bankroll. 
ACOBS was in all respects 
a promoter. As operator of 
excursion steamers, he sold 
salted peanuts to promote the 
sale of soda pop. When the 
ocean winds blew, they pro- 
moted his sale of 10-cent 
lengths of cord to tether the ex- 
cursionists’ hard straw hats to 
their lapels. 


When fire destroyed the 
| Dreamland pier that he had 
| just leased as an amusement 
enterprise at Coney Island, he 
promoted the charred and 
twisted ruins into a profitable 
fishing ground. His fight pro- 
| motions promoted his business 
as a ticket broker. 


| He entered the fight business 
with no such vast wealth to 
fall back upon as his successor, 
Jim Norris, brought into the 
International Boxing Club. Nor 
did he have the enormously 
powerful backing of Madison 
Square Garden. 


At the beginning he bucked

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
An influential Senator said today 
that changes proposed by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, in the Taft- 
Hartley labor law have a good 


chance of being accepted by 
unions and industry. 

Taft told reporters some of his 
suggestions may win support of 
both labor and management. 

Chairman H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, of the Senate 
Labor Committee told a reporter 
that all of Taft’s proposed amend- 
ments to the law seemed to fall 
into an area in which both unions 
and industry can agree 

(The United — reported 
that labor leaders regarded the 
proposed changes as piddling 
and trivial” and completely in- 
adequate to make the law accept- 
able to labor. 

(Officers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the CIO 
were quoted by the United Press 
as saying that the changes are 
“steps in the right direction,” 
but ay they do not go far 
enoug 
— Ton io G.O.P. majority lead- 
er and principal author of the 
law, dropped five bills into the 
Senate hopper yesterday propos- 
ing —— ne different —— 
in the present law. Most of the 
proposals Taft had introduced be- 
fore in Congress, without getting 
them e 

Some of his main suggestions: 
(1) increase the members on the 
National Labor Relations Board 
which administers the labor law, 
from five to seven; (2) completely 
separate the functions of the 
NLRB’S general counsel from the 
NLRB itself, and (3) make em- 
ployers as well as union leaders 
file non-Communist affidavits be- 
fore they can avail themselves of 
the NLRB. 


Generally speaking, the Taft- 
Hartley law sets up a list of 
regulations for employers and 
unions and gives the NLRB 
power to enforce the rules when- 
ever one side or the other com- 


plains. ’ 

Two of Taft's suggested amend- 
ments carry out pledges made by 
President Eisenhower during his 
election campaign. One is the 
proposal that employers as well 
as union leaders submit the non- 
Communism pledges; the other 
would let striking workers, when 
replaced by other workers, vote 

NLRB elections called to see 
the workers still wanted 
to be represented by a union. 

Under the present law, such 
strikers are barred from voting.

as a “union-busting” device, by 
letting the new workers vote out 
the union. Taft said he didn’t 
quite agree, but he was conceding 
the point. 

On the point of the non-Com- 
munist oaths, labor unions have 
complained that requiring them 
to make the pledges was unfair. 
They have gone along with the 
idea of having employers, too, 
sign the affidavits. 

Taft said seven NLRB members 
the agency’s handling of cases.

During his press conference 

Taft criticized a number of NLRB 

interpretations of present Taft- 

law provisions.

One of these would * out 
that unions can’t require employ- 
ers to deduct union fines and 
assessments from workers’ pay, 
as it is legal to do for union dues. 

“It may be all right for a union 
to require an employer to collect 
dues from the workers,” Taft said. 
“But if a union wants to impose 
fines and assessments on its 
members, the union ought to col- 
lect them itself.”

EX education is enormously important to the happiness 

and well-being of every individual. The only trouble is 

that it is too much in the hands of the wrong teachers. 
Everybody should have such education, but it should come 
from those who know the subject, scientifically and in correct 
perspective. 

Finding such teachers is one obstacle to giving the subject 
a proper place in our educational scheme. In the meantime, 
it is in the hands of parents, who too often know little about 


‘it; and marriage counselors who too often get the difficult job 


of undoing the harm done by incompetent “educators.”

LITERALLY MILLIONS of wives (and husbands) are han- 
dicapped by this lack of even the elementary facts of sex, and 
Mrs. Y. is one of them. 


“It has taken me nearly 10 years of marriage to learn the 
real meaning of sex,” she writes. “In the meanwhile I have 
borne three children and made life miserable most of the time 
for my husband. If he hadn't been a saint, he would have 
kicked me out of the house within a year after our marriage. 
The only preparation I had from my mother, aunts and other 
women was a continuous insistence that sex was something so 
nasty that it couldn’t even be thought about, much less talked 
about. I have gradually come to understand myself and the 
world; and I don’t want my daughters and my son to have to 
go through what I went through.

Franklin in that font of 
wisdom, “Poor Richard’s Alma- 
nac,“ “yet fools will learn in no 
other.”

is the best teacher. Tacitus, the 
Latin historian, writing in the 
first and into the second century 
of the Christian era, put it suc- 
cinctly, “Experience teaches.”

E who deal with children's education and training like to 

talk of the different stages of development and growth— 

infancy, childhood and adolescence. These stages in the 
growth of children are highly important for parents and teach- 
ers to keep in mind, for they do not begin and end abruptly, 
but merge slowly, one into the other. Im fact, something re- 
mains of the youngster in the man. 

Some adults are impatient. One, may say, “You're old 
enough now to have more sense. What do you mean by such 
childish nonsense?” When the adolescent boy in the first year 
of high school sits down on the floor and plays with his small 
brother’s blocks until the child complains loudly, don’t make 
a fuss. There is still something of his childhood clinging to 
the high school student. It keeps him from being bored with 
himself. And when the adolescent girl who has been grad- 
uated to heels and lip rouge takes to cuddling a doll, or wants 
to sit on her mother’s lap, be understanding. She still has a 
flickering of childhood and is likely to carry it on to maturity; 
so be more understanding and lovable.

SOMETIMES A MOTHER WORRIES because her child, 
apparently healthy and in sound mind, holds on to a babyish 
act like wanting a bottle or dragging his old crib blanket out 
and cuddling it. Maybe he is slow about talking. His little 
cousin is talking in sentences, but this one can scarcely make 
himself understood. Maybe his teeth have not come down on 
schedule or, he did not walk as soon as his brother did. 

When these variations occur, as they often do, just wait. 
Each child differs in some respects from all others, and that is 
due to a beneficent Providence. What would happen to us if 
we were all exactly alike? Wait, watch and encourage each 
child to grow according to his own pattern and only when 
there is an unusual degree of variation from standard ask for 
the help of the specialists.

THERE 1S LITTLE to do about the growth of the healthy 
normal child, but there are some things we should not do. We 
should not speak of a child’s backwardness in his presence, 
nor try to push him into growth. It is most unwise to allow 
a child to feel that he is deficient, or that he is not all that 
his father and mother wish him to be. 

Direction, suggestion, authority are exercised over his 
conduct because he has some control of it, but, as he his no 
control over how soon he shall walk or talk or have his teeth, 
nothing must be said to him about it. ‘ 

Just wait hopefully and with faith. A happy, healthy child 
will come along all right, given time and encouragement.

and widespread iliness. Often he 
went to sleep at the wheel of 
the Tin Lizzie he drove for many 
years, and he spent much time 
parked in ditches, waiting for 
Herman Byrd, the village black- 
smith and garageman, to come 
and pull him out. 

Upon one of these sleepy occa- 
sions, Dr. Travis drove into the 
side of a moving freight train on 
the Cotton Belt tracks near the 
center of town, demolishing the

Ford, but he was injured only 
slightly. 

It was in 1913 when Dr. Travis 
came to Jacksonville, from his 
native village of Will's Point, that 
he began his long fight against 
the killer diseases. Jacksonville 
pumped its water supply from an 
open pond which during the “dog 
days” of August was covered with 
green scum. The town had no 
sewer system and disposed of its 
waste in back yards. It was no 
surprise to Dr. Travis“ that the 
incidence of typhoid fever had 
soared to more than 100 cases a 
year among the town’s popula- 
tion of 3700. 


But when he got himself elect- 
ed to the village council and pro- 
posed an immediate bond issue of 
$200,000 to end the life-taking 
danger, the old settlers got to- 
gether and almost hooted him out 
of town. It was a “tom-fool no- 
tion” that typhoid came from the 
water or open sewage, they said. 
If the bond issue passed, taxes 
would go sky-high and the 
typhoid would be with them just 
the same. 


But the old settlers lost on both 
counts, for Dr. Travis fought for 
elementary sanitation until he 
got it and typhoid became almost 
a forgotten disease. 

During these years the United 


States Health Service, by means 
of pilot programs of eradication 
in malaria-ridden areas, was 
clinching laboratory proof that 
mosquitoes were the evil mes- 
sengers of malaria. Dr. Travis 
organized the residents of Jack- 
sonville, who bombarded Wash- 
ington with letters and telegrams 
telling of Jacksonville’s far-sight- 
ed typhoid eradication work, and, 
largely because of this experi- 
ence background and know-how, 
Jacksonville was chosen to be 
one of the malarial fighting 
fronts. 

The mosquitoes were quickly 
vanquished and the malaria rate 
fell away to practically nothing, 
as again, in the little town, med- 
ical science had scored a victory 
over disease and suffering.

R. TRAVIS had not overlooked 
Dire importance of getting a hos- 


pital for Jacksonville. He had 


cultivated the friendship of Gus 
Blankenship, a vice president of 
the First National Bank, and be- 
tween them they convinced the 
directors that a $10,000 loan not 
only would save lives, but that 


the bank was sure to get its 


money back with 5 per cent in- 
terest. 


Dr. Travis bought two large, 
adjoining frame houses with the 


money and converted them into 
clinics, with several beds for 
serious cases. One of the houses 
became a clinic for Negroes, one 
of the first south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 


With the-help of the late Dr. 
Frank A. Fuller and Dr. John N. 
Bone, who had teamed up with 
Dr. Travis, the clinic quickly be- 
came a full-fledged hospital, with 
a small staff of nurses and tech- 
nicians, most of whom had been 
trained by the physicians. The 
little hospital grew and the orig- 
inal $10,000 investment burgeoned 
into a $1,500,000 institution to 
which a $650,000 wing is being 
added at this time. It has 200 
beds and is named the Nan Travis 
Memorial Hospital in honor of Dr. 
Travis's mother. 


On the surgical staff are Dr. 
Roland T. Travis, a younger broth- 
er of Dr. J. M.,“ as he is desig- 
nated throughout East Texas, and 
Dr. Louis L. Travis, a son, who is 
an obstetrician. Another son, Dr. 
John Maston Travis Jr., returned 
to the old family homestead at 
nearby Will’s Point, where he 
operates his own clinic. 


In the wake of such a fabulous 
career are anecdotes, of course, in 
some of which are apt lessons 
for today’s young doctors.

Damp Insulation, Peeling Paint 


OST people would just as 

soon not know what their 

taxes will be a year from 
now, or how long the next visit of 
their relatives will be, and the 
chances are they'll probably not 
want to know if the paint on the 
outside of their house is going to 
blister and peel come spring. 
We're going to tell them how they 
can find out, anyway. 

You can get a good idea of just 
what is happening inside the out- 
side walls of your house by fish- 
ing down from the attic or up 
from the basement and getting a 
sample of the insulation in the 
wall. If the insulation is nice and 
dry the chances are that you 
won't have any trouble with peel- 
ing paint this year or next. 

If the insulation is damp, you 
are in for trouble. Damp insula- 
tion indicates that moisture vapor 
is entering the wall cavity from 
inside the house, condensing into 
liquid when it strikes the cold 
sheathing and being absorbed by 
the insulation. This not only re- 
duces the effectiveness of the in- 
sulation but come spring that 
moisture will be drawn out 
through the wood, causing the 
paint to blister and peel. 

You can help — * consider - 
ably if vents are installed in the 
outside wall now to allow tHis 
moisture vapor to flow outdoors 
without having to pass through 
the siding and you can prevent 
future troubles of this sort by in- 
stalling a vapor barrier, a coat or 
two of aluminum paint on interior 
wall surfaces, to prevent addi- 
tional water vapor passing into 
the wall cavity.

of eggs to the plant material. 

The mousefish is of small size, 
but other members of the frog- 
fish family grow to be fairly 
large. Some reach a length of 
from three to five feet. 

The larger kinds of frogfish 
are known for their big mouths. 
Sometimes the frogfish rest on 
the bottom of the sea, waiting for 


victims to come close enough to
